Therefore,  you  si-;ply  ask  the  United  States  Smpl«..«U,  S,  E»  S.  for  short. ••• 
if  it  has  ^.Yi-j   qualified  ra lie  engineers  up  its  figurative  sleeve  -./ho  could 
take  the  place  of  the  desired  man  that  the  draft  board  is  so  hellbent  to  see 
in  khaki.   If  it  has  -  fine.  Uncle  Sam  gets  another  soldier,  and  he  needs 
them.   If  not,  ycu  run  back  very  fast  ar.d  tell  the  draft  board  ■..'■hat  the 
USES  said.   It  should  lend  serious  vrcight  to  your  claims  for  deforixnt. 

Tlio  v/hole  subject  is  covered  rr;tlier  svioothly  in  a  release  tliat 
Gen.  hershey  sent  out  to  all  liis  Selective  Service  boards  late  last  month* 
It's  called  "Local  Board  Release  149"  a-i.d  doesn't  say  "confidential"  on  it 
anyivhcro,  so  vre  feel  emboldened  to  quote  copiously.  Paragraphs  v^  ^^-^""^  ir^   Q'^c 
the  most  pertinent,  reading: 

"1.  Request  for  l::.f ormation  fro'a  U.  S.  E.  S.  -  The  facilities  of  the 
United  States  Sviplo;;yT.icnt  Service  have  \iCOi\  made  available  to  provide  assistance 
in  the  classificati  :'n  of  r:'d:^\\  v;it]i  respect  to  their  occupations.   Tl~.c  local 
board  '..dll  comr.unicate  vrith  the  local  ev.Tployne'nt  office  vAon  it  needs 
additional  information  v.'ith  respect  to  the  occupational  classification  of  a 
registrant:

(a)  '.Then  there  is  doubt  v/hethor  the  occupation  for  vAich 
deform.ent  is  requested  is  actually  an  essential  occupation  in  an 
essential  activity. 

(b)  Yfiion  additional  liiformation  is  required  to  determine 
vfhether  a  national  or  local  shortage  of  persons  v/ith  the 
registrant's  claimed  qualifications  exists  cr  is  likely  to 
exist  in  the  near  future. 

(c)  .'.'hen  a  local  board  is  considering  v;hcthcr  or  not  a 
registrant  is  replaceable,  it  v;ill  utilize  all  inform.ation  ob- 
tainable thrcugh  the  local  cv.iployTient  office  v:ith  respect  to  the 
availability  of  replacement,  including  the  n\u.ibor  of  ct^rrent  un- 
filled orders  for  the  occupation  involved  and  the  number  of 

qualified  applicants  in  its  files,  together  ■7ith  such  information 
as  is  pertinent  conccriiing  the  possibility  of  filling  the  job 
through  transfer  of  ■•/orkers  from  loss  essential  activities  or 
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throu:;;h  clearance* 

"3.   Ti^no  for  plaoins  skillod  porsonG  in  cssorrtial  activities*  - 
If,  in  the  course  of  the  classification  of  a  registrant,  it  appears  from 
the  information  provided  by  the  registrant,  his  cr.ployer,  or  his  occupational 
questionnaire  that  the  regis trr.nt  may  possess  the  qualifications  to  engage 
in  an  essential  occupation  in  an  essential  activity  and  the  registrant  is 
hot  at  the  time  using  his  qualifications  or  if  ho  is  not  employing  them  in 
an  essential  activity,  then  the  local' board  upon  making  such  determination 
may  refer  the  registrant  to  tlie  appropriate  local  cmplo\T.icnt  office, 

(a)  The  local  omploj^micnt  office  may  be  allov/ed  not  to  exceed 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  local  board *s  original  inquiry  to 
place  the  registrant  in  his  essential  occii.pation  in  an  essential 
activity. 

(b)  If  the  local  employment  office  reports  that  tlie  rcgistra}it  has 
been  placed  in  liis  essential  occupation  in  an  essential  activity, 
the  local  board  in  classifying  tlie  registrant  vj-ill  give  due 
consideration  to  the  change  in  status,"

From  out  wcst-v/ay  v:o  had  an  inquiry  this  ■'.TCelc  concerning  a  certain 
"Paper  and  TvTine  Club"  v;hich  is  asking  stations  for  gratis  air-time  in  v;hich 
may  bo  boosted'  a  "stirring  and  vital  patriotic  caiapaign"  designed  to 
collect  old,  discarded  keys  as  metal  salvage.   Campaign  headquarters,  says 
our  informant,  arc  given  in  care  of  The  Tanglefoot  Company  in  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan.  As  vrc  recall,  there's  a  Tanglefoot  outfit  tho.t  makes  flypaper  - 
and,  folks,  this  one  looks  a  little  sticky  to  us. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Ori'I's  Radio  ijurcau  loriows   nothing  about  any  drive 
by  any  Paper  &  Twine  Club  for  any  old  keys.   It  has  no  priority  rating  for, 
after  all,  it's  not  government  sponsored.   Tlie  ncy-r   Ol-il  Order  Ko,  2  (sec  BVC 
ISnwslotter  v32)  plainly  states  that  "proposals  by  private  organizations .,  .for 
Federal  agency  collaboration  in  developing  single  programs  or  scries  of  pro- 
gram.s  v:ill  be  cleared  -vith  the  Radio  l^urcau  by  the  agency  concerned," 
Obvioi;sly  any  venttxre  seeking  to  raise  scrap  metal  iTould  need  to  be  sanctioned 
by  the  WP3,  The  ,[Pi3's  Conservation  Division  reports  that  it  isn't  endorsing 
it.   The  OVj'I  hasn't  even  heard  of  it, 

Maj'-bo  v/e're  off  the  beam  on  this  one  and  tlio  folks  behind  it  have  tho 
highest  of  patriotic  intentions.   There's  a  lot  of  good  brass  in  obsolete 
keys,  but  v.'-hy  wo  need  to  have  a  separate  salvage  drive  to  retrieve  them  seems 
a  trifle  silly,  Fiirthorvioro,  nobody  in  Washington  appears  to  kno-;  anything 
about  it.   Our  advice  -  v/hen  you  got  requests  like  this  froi.i  sclf-insnired 
crusaders  -  is  that  you  stick  pretty  close  to  authorized  government  drives 
and  not  feel  you  have  to  oblige  every  "stirring  and  vital  patriotic  campaign" 
that  coi:ics  up  the  valley.

One  of  tiie  more  recent  ventures  that  radio  has  been  asked  to  turn  its 
verbal  spotlight  upon  is  a  nev;  orgr^iization  called  the  united  Seam.an's  Service • 
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It's   an  organizatiop.  long  needed  in  these  -..rarring  tirios. 

The  U.   S.  LIcrchant  Marine   is   a  rare   outfit.      Its   sailors   a.id  officers 
face   constant  dan;^crs   that  arc  as  r.mch  part   of  a  shooting  vrar  as  those  v/hich 
ItiT  oaten  our  vicn  in  ui'iifona.     Except  that  nerchant  somen  dcn*t  get  unif  or-.is  • 
Practically  no   one  rxJccs   a  fuss   over  thciu.      They  have  tougli  jobs   that   con- 
sist of  either  tedious  v/eoks   crawling  along  in  a  convoy  or   short,   av;ful 
Gcconds  v;hon  a  torpedo   hits. 

But  the  Merchant  Marine   -  as  vre   don't  need  to   tell  you  -  is   indispensable 
to   the  cause   of  the  United  Nations,     /^-lorican  troops   are  nov/  on  every 
continent,    linked  v.dth  hone  by  only  the   thin,    t envious   routes   of   Boaborno 
trovffic  that  Ar.ioriccai  mcrchpjit  vessels   keep  open.     Hundreds  and  thousands  of 
ncv;  ships  will  be  launched  in  the  nc:ct  year,  nalcing  those  routes   stronger, 
bolstering  the   flow  of  vital  nunitions   and  supplies   to  the  fighting  fronts. 
'..'e  need  i.iorc  ir-on  to  sail  then.     Many  ncn.     About  100,000  norc  by  the  end 
of  1943. 

Th.e  United  Soanan^s   Service   -  k:-0\-m  as   the   "USS"    in  contrast   to  the 
USO   -  has   been  fomcd  as  a  seafaring  counterpart  of  that  faiious    crgaidzaticn 
v/'hich  talccs   care   of   our  vicn  in  uniform.      The  USS   is  being  financed  by  the 
sliippir.g  industry  and  the  scanon  thenselves.     Nobody's   asking  the  radio 
audience   for  nonoy.     Their  notto  is    "".7e  take   care   of  our   ovrn."     All  they 
want   is   for   the  public   to  Igiov;  about  the  USS. 

17hy?     ".''ell,  funda-ixntally,   it's  an  added  ir.dvxcenent  for  ncn  to   join 
up  with  the  Merchant  IvlTwrine.      Tlie  USS  provides   then  with  tlireo   significant 
services.     First  is  hospitalizati-n,    including  oven  psychiatric  treatnent, 
v/hcncver  needed,   for  those  who  have  been  torpedoed   (a  little  advantage  which, 
to  us,   is  no  oven;helning  argunent  for  going  dovrn  to  anybodj'-^s   sea  in  a 
ship.)      Then  there  arc  rest  places    -   either  canps    or  hones   -  located   outside 
of   cities,   where  ncn  v.ny  take   ■./ell-ncedcd  vaco.ti ons .      (The   first  one  "u'as 
opened  on  the   Kerait  Roosevelt  csto.te   in  Oyster  Bay,    Long  Islojid.)      Third, 
ccnes   clubhouses,   situated  in  ports   "but  not  necessarily  on  the  v;atcrfront" 
\7here  seavaen  na;.'-  find  recreo.tion,    social  life,   entertaiiment,   good  food,   in- 
fomation  and  advice.     Maybe   free  theater  tickets,   too. 

It  all  has    interesting  progran  possibilities,  we   think.      To  begin  vrith, 
vdicnevcr  you're  naking  any  round-up  of  th^e   csscitial  v/ar   services,  -aover  for- 
get to  put  the  nerchant  scanan   in  v;ith  the  soldier,    sailor,   rxvrine,    coast 
guardsnan,    and  vrar  plant  v;orker.     Ee's   a  nighty  inporta:it  gcntleiran.     V/itliout 
hin,    our  boys   overseas  vrould  be  v/alking  the  beaches  v;ondcring  vfhere  their 
next  batch  of  bullets  ivas   coning  fron. 

The  opening  of  USS  club  hovises    or  rest  places    offers   a  possibility  of 
interesting  broadcasts.

ViTc  Mere  talking;;  last  vrcelc  ab-'ut  the   slciv.ipy  reports   the  Treasury  had  re- 
ceived from  broadcasters   on  their  local  War  Bond  sales.     It  precipitated  a 
letter  frovi  R»  0.  Dorsey,  nanagor   of  VIOLS   in  a  place  called  Florence  which, 
in  turn,    is   in  South  Carolina.     The   inforv.iation  conveyed  by  his   letter  is  \tc11 
T/orth  passing  along  as   coranondablo   tostinony  te  radio's   selling  po^rers. 

It   secvis  that   on  Soptev.ibcr   2,  WOLS   staged   a  "Y/ings   Over   Carolina"    slio'.v 
fron  a  local  theater,    coiAplotoly  v.'rittoii  and  produced  by  soldiers   of  the 
315th  Carrier  Group,  and  aiv.iod  at   selling  Bonds.     T\\o  one-shot  progran  re- 
svilted   i"-i  sales   av.iounting  to   ;i)12,000,   all  collected  and  the  Bonds   delivered 
by  the  next   day.      On  Septcnbcr   16,    the  sane   3liov;,but  with  a  larger  cast  at 
a  larger   theater,  vras    aired  again,    and  hit  the   jackpet  at  ^^24,000  tViis   tir-e« 

The  progran  in  both  cases   cnisutaod  a  half  hour  of  air-tine,     A  total 
of  .|36,000  was  raised  by  the  tvro  broadoastc.     WOLS  is  a  250-vj-attor,    sci'ving 
a  city  of  only  18,000  people   (ualcing  it  an  average  of  t^TO  bucks   per  resident). 
Wliich  vro  think,  is   a  sales   record  in  anybody's   language* 
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
